Dawson Springs 
To Be Designated 
First Trail Town

Months of work and prepara¬ 
tion have paid off for the city of 
Dawson Springs and the many 
volunteers who have worked on 
the Trail Town application submit¬ 
ted recently. Mayor Jenny Sewell 
received a call Tuesday morning 
from Elaine Wilson of Kentucky 
Adventure Tourism with the news 
that the application has been ac¬ 
cepted. Sewell made the announce¬ 
ment at the noon meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce that day. 

First lady Jane Beshear will be 
in Dawson Springs at 1 p.m. May 
9 to designate Dawson Springs the 
first Trail Town Kentucky commu¬ 
nity. 

“All eyes are going to be on 
Dawson Springs that day,” Wilson 


told Sewell, noting that the city 
should expect a great deal of media 
in addition to many other visitors. 

The designation, which will 
take place during National Tourism 
Week, will occur in the midst of 
numerous other community events. 

On April 27, the second annual 
Derby for the Darby will be held 
in downtown Dawson Springs. 
The event includes a hat making 
table, chalk art, a toy walk, chil¬ 
dren’s games, several vendors and 
a 1-mile fun walk to benefit Relay 
For Fife. 

Derby for the Darby will contin¬ 
ue May 4 with a ladies’ luncheon at 
noon followed by dinner, entertain¬ 
ment and door prizes at Pennyrile 
Forest State Resort park that eve-

Superintendent Charles 
Proffitt addressed the 
Dawson Springs Elementary 
SBDM Council at its regu¬ 
lar meeting Monday. Proffitt 
spoke to the members about 
district goals in several ar¬ 
eas. 

The entrance to the el¬ 
ementary building is a top 


safety priority, he said. He is 
exploring security options, 
with magnetized doors and 
a surveillance system which 
staff members could enter 
with an access code or by 
scanning identification cards 
as an ideal solution. 

Also concerning facili¬ 
ties, Proffitt said he plans to 
reorganize existing space to 
create a library, art room and

music room in the elemen¬ 
tary building as a means 
of protecting instructional 
time. The change would re¬ 
quire staff members shared 
by the two schools to move 
between buildings rather 
than moving entire classes 
of elementary students into 
the high school building. 
The reorganization will take 
place after school is out for 


the summer. 

In the future, Proffitt also 
wants to see an extension 
drive from Parker Street to 
the high school parking lot 
to contain junior-senior high 
traffic in that area. With the 
current system, traveling 
across campus by Panther 
Way during school hours can 
be difficult. 

All certified staff mem¬ 


bers will receive letters noti¬ 
fying them of their job status 
for the 2013-2014 school 
year by April 15. Classified 
positions will be finalized 
after April 30 when the high 
school secretary’s position is 
expected to be filled. Fong¬ 
time secretary Donna Parker 
will retire at the end of the 
school year. 

Proffitt said no addition¬ 


al personnel will be hired 
in the elementary school, 
and the one retiring faculty 
member will not be replaced 
since the school is currently 
overstaffed. Some internal 
changes will be made to 
compensate. The goal is to 
utilize staff members to their 
full potential.

ONE OF COLDEST ON RECORD 

March Held On To Winter 


What a difference a year 
makes. Following a record 
warm March in 2012, a 
persistent pattern of wintry 
weather across Kentucky 
left March 2013 as one of the 
coldest on record. 

The statewide average 
temperature for March based 
on the Kentucky Mesonet, 
the state’s official source of 


climatological observations, 
was 39.8 degrees while the 
statewide average tempera¬ 
ture for March 2012 was 
57.9 degrees, according to 
Dr. Stuart Foster, state cli¬ 
matologist and director of 
the Kentucky Mesonet. 

Based on historical re¬ 
cords from stations oper¬ 
ated by the National Weather 


Service, 2013 was the cold¬ 
est March on a statewide 
basis since 1969, when the 
average temperature for the 
month was 38.3 degrees. 

In Hopkins county, after 
a second consecutive mild 
and mostly snowless winter, 
March 2013 brought sharply

Relay For Life To Benefit 
From One Mile Fun Walk

The activities available 
during Derby for the Darby 
April 27 include something 
for everyone, but one event, 
new this year, is near and 
dear to one local resident’s 
heart. 

Kerry McKnight Hayes 
has organized a one-mile 
Fun Walk to benefit the 
American Cancer Society’s 
Relay For Fife. The walk 
will kick off Derby for the 
Darby at 9 a.m. at Veterans 
Memorial Park. 

Cancer has been ever 
present in Hayes’ life. She 
lost both her grandmothers 
to the disease, one at age 
58 and one at 61. In 2010, 
cancer took her life-long 
friend, but the battle became 
very personal in 2011 when 
Hayes received the dreaded 
diagnosis herself. 

“I have been blessed by 
early detection and advanced 
treatments that were not 
available to my grandmoth¬ 
ers in the 1970s,” Hayes 
said. “I am a person who has 
seen firsthand the improve¬ 
ments made in medical treat¬ 
ments because of the dona¬ 
tions for research.” 

That research is supported 


by Relay For 
Fife. Accord¬ 
ing to Terrie 
Fawson, com¬ 
munity repre¬ 
sentative for 
the American 
Cancer Society 
in Hopkins, 
Christian, 

Todd and Fo- 
gan counties, 
the number of 
lives which 
can now be 
saved each day 
has increased 
by more than 
400 in the past 
20 years. This is a direct re¬ 
sult of cancer research fund¬ 
ed by events such as Relay 
For Fife. 

Fawson visited Dawson 
Springs this week and was 
enthusiastic about the one- 
mile Fun Walk. 

“I think it’s a great idea 
that Kerry is wanting to 
combine the Relay For Fife 
fund raiser with a hometown 
event like Derby for the 
Darby,” she said. “Kerry’s 
team (the Flyin’ Purple Can¬ 
cer Beaters) is the Dawson 
Springs connection with Re¬ 
lay For Fife.” 

Fawson praised the

State Fire Marshal Urges 
Fire Prevention Efforts 


Since the beginning of 
January, 28 Kentuckians, 
including 10 children, have 
been killed in accidental 
home fires. 

In spite of efforts by nu¬ 
merous public and private 
organizations and agencies 
to raise awareness of fire pre¬ 
vention, as of October 2012, 
the National Fire Protection 
Association ranks Kentucky 
seventh in the nation as it re¬ 
lates to deadly fires. 

The Department of Hous¬ 
ing, Buildings and Construc¬ 
tion’s Division of Fire Pre¬ 
vention, home to the State 
Fire Marshal, has invited 
interested people to a round¬ 
table discussion on fire pre¬ 
vention and the fire fatalities 
that continue to decimate our 
communities. 

“The purpose of the 
roundtable is to identify 
stakeholders and untapped 
resources, as well as foster 
statewide partnerships for 
the purpose of implementing 
measures designed to protect 
our most valuable commod¬ 


ity, our families,” said Wil¬ 
liam Swope, state fire mar¬ 
shal. 

Swope hopes the brain¬ 
storming session will come 
up with concrete ideas to 
form an action plan, one with 
a comprehensive program to 
decrease fire fatalities and in¬ 
crease the public’s awareness 
of how to prevent home fires. 

“It has been said that 
there is strength in numbers, 
so in keeping with this year’s 
national fire prevention 
theme that ‘fire is everyone’s 
business,’ we hope we have 
enough stakeholders inter¬ 
ested in creating a united 
front in fire prevention ef¬ 
forts,” said Swope.

Kentucky’s cam¬ 
paign, which kicked off 
March 27 in Somerset and 
continues throughout April, 
hopes to be the largest in 
the nation. The campaign, 
which last year was the sec¬ 
ond largest in the nation, is 
being coordinated through 
Prevent Child Abuse Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Jill Seyfred, Executive 
Director of Kentucky’s only 
statewide child abuse pre¬ 
vention organization, is ask¬ 
ing everyone to Commit to 
Prevent. 

“We have been deluged 
with pinwheel orders from 
every region of the com¬ 
monwealth. The Pinwheels 
for Prevention Campaign is 
a great way for communities 
to Commit to Prevent child 


abuse and neglect.” 

The orders come from 
women’s clubs, universities, 
social service agencies, hos¬ 
pitals, schools and others. 

In 2012, 54,506 reports 
met criteria for further as¬ 
sessment or investigation by 
the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. Of these re¬ 
ports, 21,699 children were 
found to be in need of ser¬ 
vices. 

The following are tips to 
prevent child abuse and ne¬ 
glect: 

—Reach out and offer 
support to a child or parent 
in need. 

—Remember the risk fac¬ 
tors. Take time to learn the 
signals. 

—Raise the issue and be¬ 
come educated on how abuse 
can be prevented.

2331.

11 Die In Highway Crashes 
On Ky. Roads Last Week 


Eleven people died in 
nine separate crashes on 
Kentucky roads from April 1 
through April 7. 

Two double-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crashes occurred, 
one in Breckinridge County 
and one in Estill County. One 
of the Breckinridge County 
victims was not wearing a 
seat belt. 

One single-fatality mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Adair, Calloway, Madi¬ 
son and Todd. The victims 
in Adair and Todd counties 
were not wearing seat belts. 

One fatal ATV crash oc¬ 
curred in Pike County. The 
victim was not wearing a 
helmet. 

Two pedestrians were 
killed in Jefferson County. 

Through April 7, prelimi¬ 


nary statistics indicate 137 
people have lost their lives 
on Kentucky roads during 
2013. This is 37 fewer than 
reported for this time period 
in 2012. 

Of the 119 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 59 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. One 
of the four motorcycle fa¬ 
talities was not wearing a 
helmet. The one ATV fatality 
was not wearing a helmet. 
Twelve pedestrians have 
been killed. One fatality in¬ 
volving an animal-drawn 
vehicle has been reported. 
A total of 26 fatalities have 
resulted from crashes involv¬ 
ing the suspected use of al¬ 
cohol. 

As of April 7, Kentucky 
has had 25 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

The Debate Over 
Circumcision 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
I recently got into a dis¬ 
cussion about circumcision 
with my granddaughter, who 
recently gave birth to our 
great-granddaughter. She 
mentioned that if her next 
child were a boy, she would 
choose not to have him cir¬ 
cumcised. She claims her 
husband made a study of 
the procedure and says it is 
mutilation, the same as is 
practiced on women in some 
countries. She states it is a 
religious ritual only. 

Is circumcision of males 
considered the same as muti¬ 
lation of females? — PH. 

ANSWER: The debate 
on male circumcision is one 
that generates heat on both 
sides. It is not the same as 
female circumcision. That is 
truly a mutilating procedure. 

Male circumcision for 
cultural and religious pur¬ 
poses is one thing, and I’m 
not talking about the proce¬ 
dure in those circumstances. 

The benefits of male cir¬ 
cumcision include a reduc¬ 
tion in urinary-tract infec¬ 
tion in infancy. It is said 
to reduce the transmission 
and acquisition of sexually 
transmitted diseases. It has 
been shown convincingly 
to decrease the transmis¬ 
sion of the HIV virus, the 


virus that causes AIDS; the 
male acquisition of herpes 
virus; and the transmission 
of human papillomavirus, 
the cause of genital warts 
in men and women and cer¬ 
vical cancer in women. If 
readers want a reference for 
these claims, they can find it 
in the Journal of the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association, 
Oct. 5, 2011, page 1,479. 

The arguments against 
male circumcision are that 
it is unnecessary, doesn’t 
markedly affect the health 
of men or women in devel¬ 
oped countries and can lead 
to serious complications, 
rare but possible. The actu¬ 
al complication rate is 0.2 
percent to 0.6 percent, and 
most of the complications 
are minor. Furthermore, 
some feel strongly that it is 
a mutilating procedure. It 
is not on a par with female 
circumcision. 

I believe the parents of 
infant boys are the ones to 
make the decision. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
What does the gallblad¬ 
der do? I’m going to have 
mine out. How does losing it 
affect life? — J.M. 

ANSWER: The gallblad¬ 
der is 3 to 4 inches long and 
holds about an ounce of bile. 
Bile is a product of the liver. 
The gallbladder lies beneath 
and closely adherent to the 
liver on the right side of the 
abdomen. 


When people eat a fatty 
meal, the gallbladder con¬ 
tracts to shoot a stream of 
bile into the small intestine 
to aid in the digestion of fat. 
Without a gallbladder, bile 
drips into the small intestine 
directly from the liver. Fat 
digestion goes on almost as 
it did with a gallbladder. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
After 18 holes of golf, the 
tendons on the back of my 
heels hurt. What should I 
do? - C.K. 

ANSWER: The likely 
cause is inflammation of the 
Achilles tendon, the tendon 
of the calf muscle. It attaches 
to the heel. Don’t play golf 
for two weeks. Take Aleve 
if there’s no reason for you 
not to use it. Put warm com¬ 
presses on it for 15 minutes 
three times a day. Try heel 
inserts, obtainable in every 
drugstore. When you start 
playing again, ice the tendon 
for 10 to 15 minutes after 
you’re through playing.

Princeton Rail Museum Closed; 
Auction Of Contents Is Saturday

A conversation with 
Caldwell County historian 
Glenn Martin will invari¬ 
ably lead to a railroad story 
or two, gleaned from a life¬ 
time of working on and liv¬ 
ing near the tracks that run 
through Princeton. 

For most of the past two 
decades, local residents 
and visitors from across the 
country have had the oppor¬ 
tunity to hear those stories 
and more at the Railroad 
Museum, located in down¬ 
town Princeton. 

Martin, or one of his 
peers in the Caldwell County 
Historical Railroad Society, 
would be on hand to show 
visitors around, to explain 
the collection of all sorts 
of railroad equipment and 
memorabilia on hand, and to 
share stories of the railroad 
and its history. 

Those days now appear to 
be over. 

The museum has closed 
its door. The building and 
most of its contents are 
scheduled to be sold at auc¬ 
tion Saturday, April 13. 

But the memories remain. 

The railroad society 
was formed in the fall of 
1994, and the museum was 
launched the following year. 

The building, previously 
used as a restaurant, was 
purchased at auction, and 
society members set to work 
getting it in order. 

“We opened up in about 
April and told people in the 
community to bring their 


memorabilia,” Martin re¬ 
called Thursday. 

They responded immedi¬ 
ately, and the collection con¬ 
tinued to grow, throughout 
the museum’s lifetime. 

“Right now, it’s just about 
as full as you could get it,” 
he said. 

The museum opened to 
the public in time for the 
1995 Black Patch Festival, 
with an instant outdoor at¬ 
traction — an authentic Il¬ 
linois Central Railroad ca¬ 
boose parked outside. 

The caboose had been 
stored in Carbondale when 
the society purchased it from 
the ICRR, who delivered it 
to Paducah. 

The Paducah and Louis¬ 
ville Railroad then agreed to 
deliver the caboose to Princ¬ 
eton. 

A steel erection company 
from Hopkinsville moved 
the caboose from the local 
trainyard to the museum site. 

The caboose will be do¬ 
nated to the City of Princ¬ 
eton, Martin said. 

The Glenn E. Martin Gene¬ 
alogy Library, named in Mar¬ 
tin’s honor, will receive the 
bulk of the railroad documents 
being held in the museum. 

Those documents include 
the personnel hie records 
for ICRR employees in the 
Memphis-to-Louisville divi¬ 
sion, including many former 
Caldwell County residents. 

The thousands of records 
are organized alphabetically 
in 20 metal hie boxes. 

Each employee’s hie 
includes his or her name, 
birthdate, Social Security

Peregrine Eggs Hatching 
At LG&E Web Cam Site 


Three of five peregrine 
falcon eggs have hatched 
inside a nest box and can 
be seen live on Kentucky’s 
first peregrine falcon web 
camera, launched last week 
by Louisville Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Company and Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. The 
nest box is located 300 feet 
above ground at LG&E’s 
Mill Creek Generating Sta¬ 
tion. 

Two falcons, known as 
a nesting pair, are current¬ 
ly occupying the nest box. 
The female falcon laid five 
eggs since Feb. 21, and the 
remaining eggs are expect¬ 
ed to continue hatching 
over the next several days. 
The adult falcon will rest 
above the chicks and re¬ 
maining eggs to keep them 
warm. To see live interac¬ 
tion, go to lge-ku.com/fal- 
con. 

“We are excited about this 
project because it gives us a 
chance to bring the outdoors 
into everyday classrooms, 
homes and lives. This web 
camera provides an oppor¬ 
tunity to follow the lives of 
these birds from an egg until 
they take to the skies,” said 
KDFWR nongame branch 
coordinator Sunni Carr. 

Peregrine falcons, once 


on the brink of extinction, 
are making a big comeback 
in Kentucky, thanks in part 
to falcon releases in the 90s 
and KDFWR’s nest boxes 
placed around the state. 

From 1994 to 1998, 
52 young falcons were 
released from Kentucky 
Utilities Company’s E.W. 
Brown and Ghent generat¬ 
ing stations. KDFWR has 
placed nest boxes at many 
sites throughout Kentucky, 
including locations at 
LG&E and KU’s Trimble 
County, Cane Run, Mill 
Creek, Ghent and E.W. 
Brown plants. 

Since 2007, 19 young 
have hatched from the nest 
box at Mill Creek. 

“We have a steadfast 
commitment to support 
Kentucky’s falcon popula¬ 
tions. Over the last 20 years, 
LG&E and KU employees 
have ensured the nest boxes 
at our power plants provide a 
safe setting for peregrine fal¬ 
cons to prosper,” said Ralph 
Bowling, vice president of 
power production for LG&E 
and KU. 

Power plant crevices and 
alcoves remind the falcons 
of natural nesting locations, 
such as mountain cliffs and 
ledges, and provide ample 
food supply. 


number, hire date and infor¬ 
mation on any incidents in 
their railroad careers.

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Survey Of Child Care Providers Shows Subsidy Cuts Are Deadly 


The cuts to the child care 
subsidy program that took 
effect April 1 put availability 
of child care at risk, accord¬ 
ing to a survey of child care 
providers released today. 

The survey of nearly 400 
child care providers, repre¬ 
senting 66 counties across 
Kentucky, shows that the 
cuts in the Child Care As¬ 
sistance Program (CCAP) 
will not only hurt the chil¬ 
dren that lose assistance, 
but will cause many child 
care centers to close, leav¬ 
ing even more children with 
no access to child care. The 
survey also reveals that the 
cuts will lead to significant 
layoffs of child care teachers 
and staff at centers that do 
not close. 

Child care subsidies rep¬ 
resent an evidence-based 
solution to help families 
become financially secure. 
When families receive child 
care support, they are more 
likely to get a job, keep a 
job, and stay off of wel¬ 
fare. Cuts to the child care 
subsidy program mean an 
estimated 2,900 Kentucky 
children each month will not 
be eligible due to a freeze 
on applications, and an esti¬ 
mated 14,300 children each 
month live in families who 
will earn too much to qualify 
but too little to pay for the 
high cost of child care and 
still make ends meet. 

“Our rural communities 
will suffer across the com¬ 
monwealth,” said Adrienne 
Bush, executive director 
of Hazard Perry County 
Community Ministries, 


which provides early child¬ 
hood education in Perry 
County. “Sixty percent of 
the children at New Begin¬ 
nings Learning Center in 
Hazard attend through the 
child care assistance pro¬ 
gram. The other 40 percent 
of child enrollees are in 
middle class families who 
can’t afford to pay the rates 
we have to charge due to 
the cuts to keep our center 
open. These cuts not only 
threaten families of all in¬ 
come levels in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky but also our network 
of child care providers who 
are committed to educating 
our youngest and most vul¬ 
nerable citizens.” 

June Widman, director 
of Eastern Kentucky Child 
Care Coalition, agrees that 
the cuts are going to cause 
many child care centers in 
Eastern Kentucky to close. 
“For state officials to suggest 
that they cannot fix the prob¬ 
lem until a new budget is en¬ 
acted in 2014 is like cutting 
down power lines because 
they don’t have money to 
pay for electricity. The child 
care system will not be able 
to bounce back easily even 
if assistance is restored in a 
year. This will be especially 
true in rural and underserved 
areas.” 

Seventy-seven percent of 
the survey respondents indi¬ 
cated they were extremely 
concerned about the im¬ 
pact of the cuts to the child 
care assistance program on 
their centers. Respondents 
reported being extremely 
concerned about the afford¬ 


ability of care (69 percent) 
and the enrollment levels 
(71 percent). For many pro¬ 
viders, these changes mean 
they may have to close their 
programs or lay off staff. 

“We are projecting an av¬ 
erage loss of 32 percent from 
the 13 centers we operate,” 
said Brenda Bowman, chief 
operating officer of South- 
side Christian Child Care 
in Louisville. “Of the 140 


staff currently employed, 
we anticipate at least 45 will 
lose their jobs. Our staff and 
the countless parents losing 
services will unfortunately 
meet again soon at the un¬ 
employment or welfare of¬ 
fice. The negative social 
and economic impact of 
this short sighted decision is 
mind boggling.” 

Mike Hammons of Ken¬ 
tucky’s Voice for Early 


Childhood said, “The only 
reason welfare reform works 
is because it supports fami¬ 
lies when they transition to 
work by providing child care 
assistance and other tempo¬ 
rary support services.” 

“The child care assis¬ 
tance cuts will devastate 
small businesses, families 
and ultimately our commu¬ 
nity,” said Richard Morris, 
president at Buechel Child 


Care and 10 other centers. 
“We are conservatively pro¬ 
jecting a 35 percent reduc¬ 
tion in the staff we employ. 
Those 70 employees and the 
families we serve will be 
forced to reject the time hon¬ 
ored tradition of hard work 
and instead rely on welfare 
to provide for their families. 
It’s a senseless decision that 
will ultimately cost the state 
much more in the long run.”

It’s Past Time 
To Fix Medicaid 


The half-hearted attempt 
by lawmakers to iron out on¬ 
going problems in the state’s 
Medicaid managed care sys¬ 
tem hit a dead end Friday 
when Gov. Steve Beshear 
vetoed House Bill 5. 

That’s the bill designed 
to resolve long-standing bill¬ 
ing disputes between health 
care providers and the pri¬ 
vate managed care compa¬ 
nies now running much of 
the state’s $6 billion-a-year, 
Medicaid health care pro¬ 
gram for the poor and dis¬ 
abled. 

We say “half-hearted” be¬ 
cause if lawmakers had been 
really serious about taking 
on the issue, they could have 
passed a veto-proof bill ear¬ 
lier instead of waiting until 
the last minute to act. Now, 
with the session over, it’s too 
late for them to come back 
and override the veto. 

And why would they want 
to? If they crack down on 
ongoing and persistent prob¬ 
lems with managed care, the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
might be forced to deal with 
the budget realities. 

Managed care was the 
Beshear administration’s 
solution to rising Medicaid 
costs by achieving millions 
of dollars in savings, thus 
allowing him to balance the 
budget. Interference with 
that effort could increase 
costs and the last thing law¬ 
makers want is to have to 
find more revenue for any¬ 
thing. 

For more information 
about revenue-aversion, see 
Senate Bill 2 and House Bill 
440, the so-called pension 
reform bills passed in the 
2013 session. 

But about Medicaid man¬ 
aged care. 


Beshear vetoed HB 5, 
which created an appeals 
process through the state 
Department of Insurance 
for providers who say they 
are not getting paid. Instead, 
Beshear said he soon will 
launch a “five-point plan” to 
clear up billing problems and 
other complaints. 

Let’s hope this is a seri¬ 
ous effort that offers some 
relief to the many health care 
providers throughout Ken¬ 
tucky who have battled over 
such issues since the state 
launched Medicaid managed 
care in November 2011. 

The list of complaints is 
long — and it’s about more 
than just a gripe from pro¬ 
viders not getting paid. 

It involves real people, 
patients, who’ve been turned 
away from needed dental 
work or surgery that man¬ 
aged care companies have 
refused to authorize. 

It involves people who 
travel long distances to a 
physician and are forced to 
wait hours while staff tries to 
get a managed care company 
to authorize treatment. 

It involves kids with se¬ 
vere mental illness being 
turned down for hospital¬ 
ization and referred to non¬ 
existent outpatient services 
or adults being rationed to 
minimal services for seri¬ 
ous mental health prob¬ 
lems. 

In the Louisville region, 
agencies who treat Medicaid 
patients with mental illness 
have not been paid for more 
than three months. 

It is encouraging Beshear 
is offering a means to ad¬ 
dress some of these prob¬ 
lems. We hope it works.

Party Strength 
Is Important

A few weeks ago, the Re¬ 
publican National Commit¬ 
tee issued a 100-page report 
aimed at reviving the GOP 
after its poor showing in last 
November’s elections. It was 
remarkably blunt about the 
specifics of the party’s short¬ 
comings — its lack of inclu¬ 
siveness, its hapless data ini¬ 
tiatives, its poor grassroots 
organizing. What it did not 
take on, however, was an 
issue the RNC can do little 
about: the diminished influ¬ 
ence, if not irrelevance, of 
both major parties in Ameri¬ 
can politics. 

In the early years of my 
political career, the parties 
were pretty much the only 
game in town. If you wanted 
to be a candidate, there was 
no one else to turn to for 
help with building a cam¬ 
paign organization, finding 
volunteers, making contact 
with activists and donors, or 


creating a network of sup¬ 
porters. People could and did 
win elections without official 
party support — but not of¬ 
ten, and not easily. 

The parties also registered 
voters, turned them out on 
Election Day, and provided 
much of the campaign fund¬ 
ing. They not only articulat¬ 
ed policy and kept the other 
party honest, but also served 
to forge a policy consensus 
among the disparate coali¬ 
tions that made them up, 
striving to make themselves 
as inclusive as possible. 

All this is much less evi¬ 
dent these days. At the very 
top, once the nomination is 
sewed up, presidential can¬ 
didates run independently 
of the party. They have their 
own staffs, do their own fun¬ 
draising, and build their own 
organizations. I’ll be stunned 
if we don’t see future presi¬ 
dents take a leaf from Presi¬ 
dent Obama’s play book and 
form their own grassroots or¬ 
ganizations outside the party 
apparatus to pressure Wash-

ington lawmakers. 

The rise of increasingly 
influential outside players 
has done much the same 
thing for candidates lower 
down. They can now hire 
their own signature-gather¬ 
ers for petitions, their own 
pollsters, their own consul¬ 
tants and specialists in vir¬ 
tually every aspect of mod¬ 
ern campaigning. Scores of 
groups representing various 
factions within a party have 
emerged as significant play¬ 
ers in the political process. 
The parties are simply out¬ 
matched in resources and 
organization. They’ve even 
lost control of campaign 
funding, as special interest 
groups with their own orga¬ 
nizations — the NRA, say, 


or the Club for Growth — 
not only put money behind 
or against candidates, but 
also turn out voters on behalf 
of their favorite issues. 

The parties’ loss of influ¬ 
ence is especially obvious 
when you look at primaries. 
Where party approval once 
was tantamount to nomina¬ 
tion, today it’s anything but. 
In last year’s elections, any 
number of party-approved 
candidates were beaten by 
well-funded outside chal¬ 
lengers. It’s one of the rea¬ 
sons that building consensus 
on Capitol Hill has become 
so difficult: with congressio¬ 
nal districts drawn to favor 
one party or another, incum¬ 
bents live in fear of taking 
a stance that might draw a 
challenger with special-in¬ 
terest backing. 


At the state and local lev¬ 
el, party organizations are 
Ending it harder than ever 
to recruit volunteers inter¬ 
ested in building the party 
itself, rather than in promot¬ 
ing a favored cause by try¬ 
ing to take over its appara¬ 
tus. Where volunteers once 
put in many hours licking 
stamps, walking the streets 
to identify and register vot¬ 
ers, or getting people to the 
polls, today far fewer people 
feel they can justify the time 
unless it’s on behalf of a par¬ 
ticular candidate or issue. 

Obviously, the parties are 
not entirely out of the game. 
Some roles only a national 
party can play, as with the 
presidential nominating pro¬ 
cess. But where they once 
were able to exert control, 
now they can at best hope 


for a bit of influence. 

I favor strengthening 
the role of political par¬ 
ties in our system. They 
once played a central role 
in identifying candidates, 
articulating ideas and posi¬ 
tions, and identifying tal¬ 
ent for government; today, 
those jobs often are not per¬ 
formed at all. Robust politi¬ 
cal parties might even help 
break the impasse in Wash¬ 
ington. They used to bring 
a wide array of Americans 
together under one banner, 
and pressed their members 
to learn how to build con¬ 
sensus on behalf of a larger 
cause. This was a skill that 
carried over to Capitol Hill. 
Independence from the par¬ 
ty may be a fine thing for 
self-expression, but it car¬ 
ries a cost to the country.

colder temperatures and four 
days of measurable snowfall. 

March temperatures for 
Hopkins County were below 
normal and ranked among 
the coldest. The average tem¬ 
perature in Hopkins County 
was 41.4 degrees, 20 degrees 
colder than last year’s aver¬ 
age of 61.4 degrees. 

The cold March was 
surprising for many con¬ 
sidering the winter months 
of December, January and 
February were 3.8 degrees 
above normal and ranked as 
the 11th warmest winter on 
record. This was the second 
consecutive mild winter for 
Kentucky, as the winter of 
2011-12 ranked as the sec¬ 
ond warmest on record. 

The big difference be¬ 
tween this year and last is 
that March 2012 was by far 
the warmest March on re¬ 
cord. March 2012 had eight 
days with highs in the 80s 
and another 13 days with 
highs in the 70s, but March 
2013 had only three days 
with highs in the 70s and 15 
days with highs in the 30s 
and 40s. 

“While the cold and 
snow of March 2013 may

Nearly 3 
feet of snow fell over Bowl¬ 
ing Green in the first 11 days 
of the month that year, he 
noted, which by itself would 
rank as the fourth snowi¬ 
est winter in history. High 
temperatures stayed in the 
30s for much of the month, 
which left the average tem¬ 
perature for the month at 
15.8 degrees below normal. 

“A question on the minds 
of many local farmers and 
gardeners is whether or not 
cold and snowy Marches 
can predict the type of sum¬ 
mer we might have here in 
Southcentral Kentucky,” 
Dr. Goodrich said. “Un¬ 
fortunately, analysis shows 
that there are no statistical 
relationships between cold 
and snowy Marches and the 
following summer tempera¬ 
tures.” 

Previous cold Marches 
have been just as likely to 
have been followed by hot 
summers as cool summers, 
he said. Summer rainfall 
tends to be slightly greater 
in years following cold and 
snowy Marches, but the re-

Some areas of 
Western Kentucky received 
more precipitation on March 
8, when more than 3 inches 
of rain fell, than they would 
receive for the entire spring 
season in 2012. 

One benefit from this 
year’s wintry weather pat¬ 
tern has been the reduced oc¬ 
currence of severe weather, 
Dr. Foster said. Last year’s 
tornado outbreak on March 2 
was one of the worst in Ken¬ 
tucky’s history, but only one 
tornado was reported across 
the state in March of this 
year, an EF-1 tornado that 
touched down briefly in Pu¬ 
laski County on March 24. 

“The dynamic nature of 
our climate is evident in the 
extreme contrast in weather 
that we experienced last year 
and this year in the month of 
March,” Dr. Foster said.

Warm Weather Means Crappie Time In Kentucky

And so it goes. This past March set 17 records for lowest 
minimum daily temperature in cities across Kentucky. On 
many nights into the last weekend of March, the low tem¬ 
perature dropped into the mid-20s. 

At this time last year, Kentuckians basked in shirt-sleeve 
weather in one of the earliest spring warmups in a long, 
long time. The spring fishing season started weeks earlier 
than usual. 

The opposite is true this year. The fishing season is 
behind several weeks. With balmy weather on tap for the 
next week and half, the peak of the spring crappie fishing 
season is within sight. 

“It could start next week if the temperatures hit 70,” said 
Tom Timmerman, northeastern fisheries district biologist 
for the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. During population sampling for muskellunge 
earlier this week, Timmerman saw some smaller crappie on 
shallow brush in Cave Run Lake. 

Water temperatures are just tipping over the 50 degree 
mark at Green River Lake and Taylorsville Lake while 
Cave Run Lake still remained in the 40s. Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley are 52 degrees right now. Crappie start to 
spawn when water temperatures hit the low 60s. 

These behemoth twin waters offer excellent fishing for 
both white and black crappie with many fat healthy fish in 
the 13- to 16-inch range. Neal Jackson, western fisheries 
district biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife, said Lake 
Barkley’s crappie population displays the benefits of two 


Kids grow fast. That’s why frugal parents often buy their 
kid’s shoes a little bigger than the actual size. However, 
when buying a kid’s life jacket that’s too large — a common 
mistake — the results can be heartrending because children 
in a wrong-sized life jacket can easily slip out. 

“I’ve sent my own kids to school with slightly bigger 
shoes,” says BoatUS Foundation for Boating Safety President 
Chris Edmonston. “However, if a too-big lifejacket slips off 
a child when their arms go above their head, there could be 
tragic results.” Edmonston, himself a father of five, knows 
what he’s talking about. Here are some tips on having the 
right-sized kids’ life jacket: 

Kid’s life jackets come in three sizes: infant (under 30 
lbs.) which offer greater floatation for the head; child (30- 
50 lbs.) and youth (50-90 lbs.). Any child more than 90 lbs. 
should wear an adult life jacket. Only purchase life jackets 



consecutive excellent reproductive years. 

“For both white and black crappie, we had the highest 
catch rates in our population sampling last fall since 1985,” 
he said. 

Jackson said anglers caught limits of crappie in the 
mouth of Sledd Creek on Kentucky Lake in mid-March. 
Those fish should be migrating toward the middle of major 
creek arms in Kentucky Lake such as Jonathan Creek, 
Anderson Creek, Big Bear Creek and Blood River. 

Target channel drops and humps with 1/8-ounce char¬ 
treuse and red tube jigs for white crappie. For black crap¬ 
pie, cast pea gravel banks in the mid-sections of these creek 
arms with 1/16-ounce chartreuse or lime-green Roadrunners 
tipped with matching curly-tailed grubs. The pea gravel 
banks on the northern shore of the Blood River arm are par¬ 
ticularly productive at this time of year for black crappie. 

The burgeoning population of white crappie in Green 
River Lake provides some of the hottest numbers fishing in 
Kentucky. The lake is stuffed full of 8- to 10-inch white 
crappie and makes an excellent destination for taking a 
child crappie fishing. Eric Cummins, southwestern fisheries 
district biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife, said 
anglers must sift through many crappie to get a limit of 
keeper 9-inch or better fish. 

A stocking effort begun in 2009 that continues this fall 


that are US Coast Guard approved. 

“Every season I have my kids put on their life jacket to 
check for comfort and the proper size,” said Edmonston. If 
you boat year round, it may be good to do this a couple times 
a year. 

To check for proper fit: 1.) Have the child stand with the 
jacket on and all buckles, zippers, crotch straps fastened. 2.) 
Grab the life jacket’s shoulder area and pull straight up. The 
jacket should not move up to (or over) the child’s ears. If it 
does, it’s likely to be too big, and mom or dad need to find 
another one. 

The best fit for a kid’s life jacket is one that fits snugly yet 
comfortably. If all of the fasteners cannot be attached, it’s 
likely too small. 

“If a child has a good fitting life jacket, they won’t 
complain about wearing it,” added Edmonston. 


expanded the population of white crappie in Taylorsville 
Lake. “We are seeing good growth of the stocked white 
crappie,” said Chris Hickey, fisheries research biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “It takes about two years for 
them to grow to the keeper 9-inch size.” 

Target the abundant submerged timber in the Little 
Beech and Big Beech Creek arms with live minnows for 
white crappie. Anglers score black crappie by casting to 
stickups and submerged timber on the bank with white 
1/16-ounce Roadrunners near the Settlers Trace Access and 
in the Salt River arm of the lake. 

The crappie population in Cave Run Lake is on an 
upswing with many 10- to 12-inch fish. Try for black crap¬ 
pie by swimming lime green curly-tailed grubs rigged on 
1/8-ounce leadheads over shoreline vegetation. Live min¬ 
nows fished in the submerged timber produce white crap¬ 
pie. 

Crappie season is knocking on the door. Don’t get left 
out in the cold. 

The current license year expired Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll 
need to buy a new fishing license, available in the sporting 
goods section of department stores and tackle shops. 
Licenses and permits may also be purchased online from 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov or 
by calling 1-877-598-2401.

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State’s Spring Turkey Hunting Season 


Starts On Saturday, Goes Until May 5 


Kentucky’s spring wild turkey hunting seasons open this 
month. The good news for hunters is that Kentucky’s turkey 
flock numbers approximately a quarter million birds. 

The youth-only season was April 6-7. The general spring 
season opens April 13 and continues through May 5. 

While a complete listing of regulations is available in the 
spring hunting guide or online at fw.ky.gov, hunters should 
know some basic rules before going afield. 

For example, hunters may not mimic the sound of a tur¬ 
key in an area open to hunting from now until the start of a 
spring season. However, a hunter may scout for turkeys 
during the preseason by using an owl, crow, coyote or 
woodpecker call. These calls can make a turkey gobble and 
reveal its location. 

Hunters cannot possess electronic calls while turkey 
hunting, but they can use turkey decoys powered by batter¬ 
ies. 

The youth-only weekend is open to hunters 15 years of 
age or younger. Youth who hunt turkeys with a shotgun 
must be accompanied by an adult who is at least 18 years 
old. The adult must be within reach of the shotgun at all 
times while hunting. Adults who accompany young hunters 
during the youth-only season are not required to have a 
hunting license or turkey permit. 

Resident and nonresident hunters ages 12-15 may pur¬ 
chase a youth sportsman’s license for $25. This includes a 
youth hunting license, permit for one deer and permit for 
one turkey. The license is valid for an entire license year, 
even if the hunter turns 16 after its purchase. 

Shooting hours for spring turkey seasons are one-half 
hour before sunrise to one-half hour after sunset. Hunters 


may be in the field before and after shooting hours. 

Hunters may take any turkey with a visible beard. No 
more than one bird may be taken a day; a hunter may take 
no more than two birds during the spring season. Hunters 
must call 1-800-245-4263 to check all harvested turkeys, 
even if they are license-exempt and took the bird on their 
own property. 

All turkey hunters, unless license exempt, are required to 
purchase and carry with them in the field proof of purchas¬ 
ing an annual Kentucky hunting license and spring turkey 
permit. A spring turkey permit is $30. A resident annual 
hunting license is $20 while a non-resident annual hunting 
license is $130. A person who owns land in Kentucky, but is 
not a legal resident, cannot purchase a resident license. 

Short-term hunting licenses good for one or five days are 
not valid for turkey hunting. A hunting license and turkey 
permit are included with the sportsman’s license, senior 
license and disability license. 

The $95 sportsman’s license, which is only available for 
residents, includes hunting and fishing licenses, spring and 
fall turkey permits, a state waterfowl permit and a trout per¬ 
mit. If purchased separately, these licenses and permits 
would cost $145. 

All hunters, if required to purchase a Kentucky hunting 
license and born on or after January 1, 1975, must carry a 
valid hunter education course completion card while hunt¬ 
ing. License-exempt hunters are not required to comply 
with hunter education laws. 

Persons new to hunting who have not taken the hunter 
education course may buy a one-time temporary hunter 
education exemption permit for $5 online at fw.ky.gov.

Martinsville Mastery 

Jimmie Johnson scores eighth career Martinsville win in STP Gas Booster 500

Jimmie Johnson capped off a 
dominant weekend at Martinsville 
Speedway in a familiar way: by cel¬ 
ebrating in Victory Lane. The Hen¬ 
drick Motorsports driver won his 
eighth career NASCAR Sprint Cup 
race at the half-mile Virginia short 
track on Sunday in the STP Gas 
Booster 500. 

Johnson’s weekend started in fine 
form on Friday, when he won the 
pole for the event. His No. 48 was 
near the top of each practice ses¬ 
sion’s speed chart, and when the 
green flag flew for 500 miles of 
racing, there was little doubt as to 
who the field would be chasing. 

Johnson led 346 laps — the high¬ 
est single-race total of his career — 
and drove away from Clint Bowycr 
and teammate Jeff Gordon after a 
restart with eight laps to go to seal 
the victory in convincing fashion. 

“We had a great weekend and 1 
know the stats clearly show that, 
but (it was) the most calm, relaxed, 
thought-out weekend that we’ve 
had as the 48 (team) — and the 
most mature,” Johnson said. “We 
really fell back on our experience 
and stayed committed to that.” 

Bowyer, Gordon, Kasey Kahne 
and Kyle Busch rounded out the 
top 5. 

“Jimmie has just really figured 
this place out,” Gordon said. “You 
get a driver like Jimmie and a team 
like the 48 — or ours, or the 15 
(Bowycr) — you put them on the 
pole (and) in that No. 1 pit stall ... 
it’s going to be really, really hard to

beat them.” 

Johnson’s mastery of Mar¬ 
tinsville is reaching historic levels. 
His eight wins on the paperclip¬ 
shaped oval leads all active drivers 
and ranks behind only Richard 
Petty’s 15 and Darrell Waltrip’s 11 
all-time. He’s won seven of the last 
14 races at the only track that has 
hosted NASCAR premier series 
races since the sport’s inception. 

The pole and win were his second 
straight at Martinsville, as Johnson 
led 193 laps in November en route 
to the victory. 

Johnson also reclaimed the lead 
in the Sprint Cup Series point 
standings, holding a six-point ad¬ 
vantage over Brad Kcsclowski. 

After two weeks of hype, neither 
Joey Logano nor Tony Stewart en¬ 
gaged in any sort of on-track retal¬ 
iation following their post-race 
skirmish in Fontana, Calif., when 
the latter took exception to a block 
Logano threw with 11 laps re¬ 
maining. 

Stewart downplayed the incident 
on Friday, saying, “That was two 
weeks ago. I’m in Martinsville this 
weekend. We’re trying to figure out 
what we’ve got to do to make our 
race cars go fast this week.” 

However, he was never wavered 
from his inital complaint: That 
blocking in NASCAR, in his opin¬ 
ion, has gotten out of control. 

“I don’t like blocking. 1 never 
have, I never will,” Stewart said. 
“It’s our jobs as drivers to go out 
there and try to pass people. That is 
what racing is about.

“1 didn’t know what to expect (at 
Martinsville), but I feel like finding 
the limit on a short track where 
you’re going a little slower ...

Patrick said. 

Johnson is the first driver to col¬ 
lect multiple wins in 2013, having 
scored his second Daytona 500 
crown in February.

Texas Motor Speedway 

Denny Hamlin was in the championship 
fight of his life with Jimmie Johnson when 
the Cup Series roared into Texas Motor 
Speedway for the AAA Texas 500 in No¬ 
vember 2010. 

While Johnson ultimately prevailed in the 
war, Hamlin won a decisive battle on an un¬ 
forgettable Sunday afternoon in the Lone 
Star State. 

On a day when Johnson’s team struggled 
so badly on pit road that crew chief Chad 
Knaus took the extreme measure of replac¬ 
ing the entire crew mid-race with Jeff Gor¬ 
don’s, Hamlin stormed to an impressive 
victory and took over the points lead from 
Johnson with just two races remaining. 

While the points lead didn’t last, Ham¬ 
lin’s Texas triumph, paired with the 48 
team’s woes, was enough to prompt Ham¬ 
lin’s crew chief, Mike Ford, to brag after¬ 
wards that the No. 11 team was better 
than the No. 48 bunch. It was a mistake by 
Ford that would ultimately lead to his 
ouster nearly one year later. 
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Fuel Testing Lab Closed 
Saving Taxpayers Money 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture will 
contract with a private fuel 
testing laboratory to test 
motor fuel samples and will 
shut down its motor fuel 
and pesticide testing lab in 
Frankfort, Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer an¬ 
nounced today. 

“We will save the tax¬ 
payers as much as $600,000 
after we finish decommis¬ 
sioning this facility,” Comer 
said. “We will continue to 
test motor fuel samples at 
random and respond to con¬ 
sumer complaints. Kentucky 
consumers will not be affect¬ 
ed by this action.” 

The department will hire 
Core Laboratories of Deer 
Park, Texas, to perform its 
motor fuel testing at a cost of 
$330,000 per year. 

Comer eliminated all but 
one of the positions at the 
fuel lab. Three of the em¬ 
ployees whose positions 
were eliminated were re¬ 
trained and reassigned. The 
supervisory chemist will 


stay with the department in 
another capacity. Most of the 
equipment and inventory at 
the lab will be sold as sur¬ 
plus, Comer said. 

The KDA fuel lab was 
completed in 2008 at a cost 
of $3.1 million. It was be¬ 
lieved that the lab would 
attract out-of-state business 
that would make it self-suf¬ 
ficient; a sweeping audit of 
the department conducted 
last year at Comer’s request 
found that the lab cost the 
state $900,000 a year to op¬ 
erate. 

Comer appointed a task 
force in July 2012 to ex¬ 
amine the lab’s operations. 
The task force, made up of 
business leaders in various 
fields, was unable to devise 
a strategy that would have 
enabled the lab to break 
even. 

Comer said the depart¬ 
ment is in talks with the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky about 
testing fuel samples at its 
Center for Applied Energy 
Research. 


Michelle Keller Appointed 
To Ky. Supreme Court 


In a history-making ap¬ 
pointment, Gov. Steve 
Beshear has named Court of 
Appeals Judge Michelle M. 
Keller of Fort Mitchell to the 
Supreme Court of Kentucky. 
With the appointment, the 
seven-member court — the 
state’s highest — now has 
three female justices for the 
first time ever. 

The appointment replaces 
Justice Wil Schroder, who 
retired Jan. 17. A statement 
at the time said Schroder had 
been diagnosed with a brain 
tumor and wanted to focus 
on his health and spend time 
with his family. Schroder 
was elected to the 6th Su¬ 
preme Court District seat in 
November 2006. 

The new justice is a 
graduate of Northern Ken¬ 


tucky University’s Salmon 
R Chase College of Law. 
She worked as a nurse while 
attending law school, and 
has served her community 
through various volunteer 
and board positions. 

Keller’s appointment 
will create a vacancy on the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals. 
A judicial nominating com¬ 
mission will meet and submit 
three names to Gov. Beshear, 
who will make the appoint¬ 
ment.

The 29 officers of Class 
442 completed 18 weeks of 
training, which consisted of 
nearly 770 hours of recruit- 
level officer academy in¬ 
struction. Major training 
areas included homeland se¬ 
curity, law offenses and pro¬ 
cedures, vehicle operations, 
firearms, investigations, first 
aid/CPR, patrol procedures, 
orientation for new law en¬ 
forcement families and me¬ 
chanics of arrest, restraint 
and control. 

Basic training is manda¬ 
tory for Kentucky law en¬ 
forcement officers who are 
required to comply with the 
state’s Peace Officer Pro¬ 
fessional Standards Act of 
1998. The Department of 


Criminal Justice Training 
provides basic training for 
city and county police offi¬ 
cers, sheriffs’ deputies, uni¬ 
versity police, airport police 
and others. 

The Department of Crimi¬ 
nal Justice Training is a state 
agency located on Eastern 
Kentucky University’s cam¬ 
pus. The agency is accred¬ 
ited by the Commission on 
Accreditation for Law En¬ 
forcement Agencies and was 
the first in the nation to be 
accredited under CALEA’s 
public safety training pro¬ 
gram designation. In 2006, 
the academy also became the 
first law enforcement train¬ 
ing academy in the nation to 
be named as a CALEA flag¬ 
ship agency. 

The agency also provides 
in-service and leadership 
training for Kentucky law 
enforcement officers and 
telecommunications train¬ 
ing.
